Report of Building (o d e Committee 


of I nited States Will Save People 


M illions. 


Cheaper and more durable dw ell­ 
ings for the American people is the 
object of*a report made public today 
by tho building code com m ittee of the 
departm ent of com m erce, and charac­ 
terized by Secretary Hoover as hav­ 
ing “a value far beyond any sim ilar 
work undertaken to date.” 
In view of 
the need of homes in G ettysburg this 
report w ill be received with interest 
by many local people 
The com m ittee has 
included 
not 
only the minimum requirem ents which 
it believes should be enforced bv cities 
and towns in their building codes for 
all one ami tw o-fam ily houses, but also 
an appendix discussing good practice 
in sm all house construction. 
In this 
way the IOO page printed report not 
only serves the prim ary purposes of 
presenting a model ordinance which 
cities and tow ns m ay adopt, hut is a 
useful guide to all who are interested 
in know ing where to save and where 
to spend iii order to obtain a safe, 
substantial and durable house at a 
minimum cost. 
In a letter of acknowledgm ent ad­ 
dressed to Ira H. W oolson, chairm an 
of the building code com m ittee, Sec­ 
retary Hoover states: 
“ I am confident that the generous 
and voluntary contribution 
of 
tim e 
and energy which you and your col­ 
leagues have given to this work will 
result not only in a very appreciable 
money saving to m illions of A m eri­ 
can fam ilies, but that it will have a 
positive influence toward better hous­ 
ing that can not he counted in dol­ 
lars.” 
Best Report Ever Made 
The report is believed to represent 
by all mids the m ost thorough inves­ 
tigation that has yet been made of the 
engineering’ and 
practical 
side 
of 
house* building. 
This subject has never 
before received even a sm all part of 
the expert study that should In* due* it 
and hence m illions of our sm all houses 
have been built with needless waste 
of som e m aterials, yet with neglect 
of sim ple precautions, necessary for 
com fort and durability. 
The com m ittee of em inent men m ak­ 
ing this report includes representa­ 
tives of the principal architectural.
